THE TARIFF. 
THE ACTION OF THE COMMITTEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.—The Ways and 
Means Committee has taken anew departure in 
tariff matters. It has decided not to be the 
graveyard of revenue reform, but to be its exe- 
cutioner. It has been determined that the prop- 
osition to put vrint- paper and wood-puilp on the 
free list shall not be sme@thered in Committee, 
but shall be killed in sight of its friendsin the 
bright sunlight of publieity. The struggle in 
the House last week over the Townshend 
Tariff bill, and the agitation in the public 
press. incident to the increase in the 
price of paper, seems to have had 
an effect upon the Ways and Means 
Committee, and that Committee has decided 
that print-paper and wood-pulp may be put 
upon the free list, upon pondition that in the 
same bill Congress shall decide to change the 
tariff upon bi-chromate potash, or cottons, 
on flannels, on salt, on rails, and on what- 
ever other articles a rolling combination 
may conceive to be n to defeat all at- 
tempts to reduce the tariff. That is not the 
proposition in the exact form in which the Com- 
mittee has decided it, The question of cottons, 
salt, and steel rails is still pending. 

THE SCHEME OF THE OPPONENTS 

of revenue reform was to defeat tariff legisla- 
tion by so loading down the bill that it would 
unite all protective interests against it. The un- 
finished business before the Committee was the 
bichromate of potash Dill. Mr. Carlisle, who 
introduced it, insisted that the bill ought to be 
reported on its merits, either favorable or 
otherwise, and pointed to the fact that the cotin- 
try was criticising the Committee for smother- 
ing such independent propositions as this. Fer- 
nando Wood, to the surprise of a good many. 
said that had he not been Chairman of the 


Committee, and therefore in a measure bound 


to support its decrees, he should have voted 
with the minority of the House last 
week in the tariff contest, one purpose 
of which was to rebuke the Ways and Means 
Committee: Mr. Frye, of Maine, then, in what 
isdescribed as a very bitter and threatening 
speech, demanded that all protected interests 
should stand together. He declared that if the 
duty on bichromate of potash was to de re- 
moved he should unite with the protectionists 
and attack everything else on the list, including 
steel rails and sugar. The protectionista, de- 
termined on smothering legislation, then begun 
to offer amendments for which the revenue 
reformers were obliged to vote. ä 
THE FRIENDS OF REVENUE REFORM 
had held a meeting, and had considered the pro- 
priety of voting down these amendments, but 
decided that it would be useless, and that they 
had better vote on all questions presented in 
Committee. Of course the object of the pro- 
tectionists was to incumber the bill so that the 
entire tariff strength in the House might be ar- 
rayed against it.

SPEAKER R. RANDALL. 
BITTERLY DENOUNCED BY SOUTHERN AND WEST-

PRINCIPLES—ECHOES OF

WasHINGTON, D. C., March 30.—The contest in 
the House over the tariff question and the ref- 
erence of the Townshend bill may be more far- 
reaching than either Mr. Townshend or Speaker 
Randall expected.

THE SCHURZ BILL IN COMMITTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.—The House In- 
dian Committee began to express its dissatis- 
faction with Mr. Schurz’s Ute Agreement bill 
to-day by voting down a motion, by Haskell, to 
adopt it as a whole. After this initial step the 
Committee proceeded in detail, and struck out 
one after the other of the clauses in the bill 
which provided, first, to locate a portion of the 
Southern Utes in New Mexico, on the San Juan 
River; and, second, to locate a portion of the 
Uncompahgres on Grand River, in Utah. 
The provision relating to the removal 
of the White River Utes to the Uintah 
Reservation, Utah, will also probably be 
stricken out when it is reached, This 
will leave all the Utes in the State of Colorado, 
which is exactiy what Mr. Schurz did not intend, 
and what the Indians themselves knew the tem- 
per of the Colorado people too well to ask. 
There will be other objections to the bill, which, 
if successfully made, will make the agreement 
totally worthless, and undo by one of those 
wrong-headed blunders what gave promise of 
being a very creditable piece of negotiation—a 
practical solution of the Indian difficulties in 
that State. The provision for the allotment of

THE LATEST DEMOCRATIC STRATEGY. 
The prospects for Mr. Tilden’s nomination 
by the Democrats seem to grow worse every 
day.

There is a disposition among some of the 
more devoted adherents of the third-term 
movement to misconstrue these Southern 
declarations against Tilden.

That is 
the purpose, and the only purpose, of the 
recent intimations of a Southern preference 
for Grant as against Tilden. There has 
never yet been a sign that Grant can secure 
any Confederate support, nor obtain a single 
Electoral vote from the South, in case the 
Democrats select any other candidate than 
Tilden. They are simply using Gen. Grant’s 
name, in the belief that he will be the Re- 
publican candidate, as the means for insur- 
ing the defeat of Tilden in the Cincinnati 
Convention. It is the defeat of Tilden for 
the nomination, and not the election of Gen. 
Grant, that the Southern Democrats are 
working for. If Grant be nominated at Ch. 
cago, Tilden will not Be nominated at Cin- 
cinnati; and the alleged Southern preference 
for the former over the latter will cut no 
figure in the campaign. The South will then 
be as solidly Democratic next fall as it was 
in 1878 and as it is to-day. 

It cannot.be denied that the new Southern 
plan for opposing Tilden is ingenious. Its 
strategic purpose will be doubly vindicated 
if it shall succeed to the extent of misleading 
the Republicans of the North into the false 
hope that Gen. Grant will be able to carry Any 
of the Southern States. In case any such 
conviction should gain ground, it would ma- 
terially assist the third-term movement, and 
Gen. Grant’s nomination would materially 
assist the Southern Dethocrats in their effort 
to shelve Tilden. In this manner the Dem- 
ocrats would make theif enemies their strong- 
est allies before the real battle begins, To be 
relieved of Tilden, and opposed only by the 
third-term movement and the old crowd,”’ 
seems to be the precise situation for which 
the Democrats are praying and intriguing,

THE ENGLISH ELECTION. 

The English papers which have just eome 
to hand are filled with articles upon the dis- 
solution of Parliament and the forthcoming 
election. Singling out two of the representa- 
tive papers, the Pall Mall Guzette and the 
Spectator, the former representing the Tory 


views and the latter the Liberal, a glance at 


their contents will give our readers a very 
clear impression of the condition of the cam- 
paign and of the issues involved in it. 

The Gazette, in making its appeal to the 
English people, points out the results that 
will ensue in case the Liberals are successful, 
and of course from its standpoint the results 
arelikely to be disastrous. It considers it to 
be certain that if a Liberal Government 
comes into power it can only exist at the dis- 
cretion of the Irish members, and it must 
yield to their demands, however exacting or 
outrageous they may be. It claims that the 
Liberal party has no hope of success except 
through the favor of the Irish party, led by 
such men as Parnell and O’Donnell. Should 
it succeed, it foresees that the English mem- 
bers of the party would be divided into 
hostile factions, and that as between 
the Liberals of the old sehool and the modern 
Radicals there could be no compromise. In 
short, says the Gazette, “Every Liberal who 
votes at the next election with intent to 
place his party in power will do so knowing 
beforehand that he is playing Mr. Parnell’s 
game, and that the certain result of supcess 
will be to give the control of his party to 
Home-Rulers and anti-rent agitators,—a con- 
trol from which his chidfs will not be able to 
break except al the cost of their existence as 
a Government.” The second point made by 
the Gazette—and itis the same indicated by 
Beaconsfield. in his recent declaration—is 
that a Liberal success will involve Europe in 
a general war. It assumes that the Liberal 
party cannot return to power without piacing 
Mr. Gladstone at the head of the Govern- 
ment; that Panslavism is the force that more 
than all others threatens the peace of Eu- 
rope, and that he is a sympathizer with that 
force. It says: 


As he sympathized four years ago with Pan- 
slavist designs agginst Turkey, so 17 he 
avowedly sympathizes with Panslavist hostility 
to Austria; and if in 1876 his vehement encour- 
agement gave the movement stre to ovyer- 
bear the resistance of 1 M.

ficult to see what there is in the Liberal pro- 
gram that involyes a European war, or 
wherein it is inconsistent with the peace and 
general prosperity of England. Every one 
of its issues is in the nature of reform, both 
in the domestic and foreign policy, while the 
Tory party offers nothing that indicates any 
divergence from its past policy, which has 
kept England engaged in foreign wars and 
bred discontent at home. There is not a 
plank in the Liberal platform that does not 
call for reform, and reform always tends to 
make a people happy and coatented. Relief 
from injustice and oppression never 
yet disturbed the peace of a country. 
There is nothing which would soon- 
er pacify the Irish, for instance, or 
seoner secure their willing support of the 
Government, than reform in the land laws; 
and equally there is nothing which will as 
certainly keep up the general discontent and 
provoke the renewal of the present struggle 
as the continuance of those laws. From a 
republican standpoint of view, there is no 
question which of the two great English 
parties commends itself to American sym- 
pathy. It will be anwise, however, for 
Americans to expect success in the direction 
of their sympathy. ‘The wealth and strength 
of such an alliance as the Church, the landed 
aristocracy, and the publicans cannot easily 
be overcome, and there is little room for hope 
that a Liberal Government will be restored to 
power, however, desirable their program may 
seem to us. | .

After that bill had passed Congress, there 
was much uncertainty as to whether the 
President would approve or yeto it. There 
were numerous callers on the President from 
New York and other Eastern cities, urging 
the President to veto the Dill. While 
the bill was in the hands of the 
President, he kindly appointed an 
evening at his private office, to which 
he invited the editor of Tux TAN, to hear 
what the latter had te say why the bill should 
not be vetoed, At that interview, Mr. Medill 
presented his views orally, and also read a 
summary of his points“ in favor of re- 
monetizing silver.

LAKE navigation may be said to be practi- 
ally open for the season. The Straits are clear, 
and vessels are loading and preparing to sail 
from Chieago. The Erie Canal will be open for 
general true April 10, by which date the West- 
ern eargoes will be at Buffalo. Preparations 
have been made for bringing all the craft into 
service that ean be procured in the American 
waters, and there will be a speedy and effectual 
relief for the grain and provision blockade in 
the West due to the embargo which the rail- 
roads have placed on the movement of bread- 
stuffs and produce during the winter. A reduc- 
tion of five cents per hundred pounds a few 
weeks ago has enabled the railroads to secure a 
large share of the business which they had 
foolishly locked out during the previous 
three months, but the opening of naviga- 
tion. will foree them to abate’ still more 
of their extortionate rates. It will be 
impossible to et 5 cents for carry- 
ing grain after the first few days of lake 
navigation. It will be a dificult matter for 
Col, Fink to maintain his pool at any schedule 
when the cutting of rates shall once set in. 
Then the old cut-throat policy will probably be 
resumed. The railroad managers who have 
deliberately shut out the business during the 
winter win ultimately, perhaps, carry the 
freight at a loss, and in this manner their stock- 
holders will have been made to suffer both 
winter and summer for the empty privilege of 
exciting public indignation and depressing pub- 
lic interests. The recompense for the losses 
incident to this blind policy is altogether incon- 
ceivabie to people who are not railroad man- 
agers.

$300 each or jess. They are the class who get 
the greater part of the benefit of savings-banks, 
and they will be the chief losers by this war on 
“ monopoly.” 


Tae railroads which have maintained a 
powerful lobby at Washington this winter to 
prevent any action on the subject of inter- 
State transportation,’ are charged with insin- 
cerity and inconsistency by the New York 
Journal of Commerte, thas: It is claimed by 
those who heve been most actively in this work 
that the railroads have not thus far approached 
the question in such a spirit as could be wished. 
When regulation by separate States bas been 
proposed, they have alleged that it is a question 
that can only be dealt with through Nationa 
legislation; while one of their chief arguments 
when National legislation has been proposed, as 
in the Reagan bill, isaciaim that a remedy can 
only be obtained through State legislation.“
